Frightful Accident to an Excursion 
Steamer. 


Fifty Lives at Least, Lost and 


-Probably More. 
* 


A Panic on Board—The Scene of Hor- 
ror—Details of the Disaster. 


List of the Dead and th 
ing.

WELLSVILLE, O., July 5.—The steamer 
Sciota left here at 8 o’clock yesterday morning 
with about 500 excursioniste from bere and 
East Liverpool, four miles above here, for 
Moundsville, W. Va., fourteen miles below 
Wheeling, W. Va. On the homeward trip 
she met with a terrible calamity, colliding at 
Mingo Junction, twenty-five miles below 
here, with the towbow John Lomas. The 
Sciota was coming up the river with a full 
head of steam, and when about half a mile 
from the junction the Lomas was sighted 
coming down. By a mistake both boats took 
the same side of the channel. The Lomas 
struck the Sciota forward, and the Sciota 
sunk almost instantly in about fifteen feet of 
water. The Lomas backed up as sosn as possi- 
ble. She ran to the Ohio shore and landed her 
passengers, then returned to the wreck. 
The crew and officers of the Lomus then exer- 
cised every effort to rescue the unfortunate 
passengers, and succeeded in landing over 
400, making several trips, and continued to 
work as long as there were any who desired 

to leave. Several people living on shore weut 
to the rescue with skiffs, and picked up a 
large number of women and children. 


It was at first thoughgthat the number of 
the drowned would reach 150, but the latest 
information places the figure at only twenty. 
The Cleveland and Pittsburg Railroad sent a 
special train to the scene of the disaster and 
brought home the rescued excursionists. 

DETAILS OF 1HE DISASTER. 
Special to the Post-Dispatcn. 

WELLSVILLE, OHIO, July 5.—It would be 
difficult to imagine a more happy collection 
of people than that which left here yesterday 
on the ill-fated Sciota on its excursion down 
the river. The steamer started from East 
Liverpool, above here, with probably 250 
passengers, and at this place took on as many 
more. All were beut on enjoyment character- 
istic of the Glorious Fourth. Secarcely a 
family here bvt had a representative on the 
boat. No wonder then the excitement was 
great when the news reached here of the 
accident. When the report was confirmed by 
telegraph a special of ten coaches was im- 
mediately made and started for Mingo Junc- 
tion, the scene of the accident, to bring home 
the survivors who were suffering from ex- 
posure. Your correspendent was among the 
passengers on the train and consequently one 
of the rat to reach Mingo. On the train was 
a man in search of his wife, and also fathers 
jooking for their children. 

THEIR ANGUISH WAS PAINFUL 
to witness. On reaching the station acurious 
and pitiable sight was presented. Strewn 
along the track for a distance of half a mile 
were the fortunate‘Ssurvivors, most of them 
soaking wet, half of them hatless, some with - 
out sufficient clothing to shield them from 
the chilly sir. The utmost confusion pre- 
vailed, and the air was rent with moans and 
cries of those who had friends or relatives 
missing. After the train departed for 
Wellsville, your correspondent departed for 
the boat, which was reached after a circuitous 
journey of a mile and a half through treach- 
ecrous brakes and mud and water Knee deep. 
THE BOAT LIES SUNK 
in about the middie of the channel and in 
twelve feet of water and rests placidly in her 
disabled position. In this vicinity several 
eye-witnesses were interviewed relative to 
the accident, A Mr. Henry, one of a party 
camping out, was ina skiff when the boats 
struck and states instantly the terrified pas- 
sengers leaped from all quarters of the boat 
into the water. He likens the appearance 
of the people to logs bobbing 
up and down and says the surface of 
ihe water wasthick with thore endeavoring 
to save theraselves. A gentieman was next 
met who was standing at the side of Capt, 
Thomas, of the Sciota, when the ceilision oc- 
curred. The usual number of signals were 
given, but a misinterpretation of them 
seemed to be taken. When it was seen that a 
collision was inevitable the engines of the 
Sciota were reversed and the boat backed as 
rapidly as possible, but the craft crashed 
into each other with territic force, tearing a 
large hole in the bew of the Sicota and sink- 
ing herin about three minutes. The scene 
on deck at that time beggars description. 
PRAYERS AND CURSES WERE MINGLED 10 
GETHER 
by fraftic people. Women with babes in 
' thelr arms or leading older children prayed 

to the men to save them, while others with 
their precious burdens leaped into the water. 
To add to the horror of the position, when 
the boat began settling and the water reached 
her fires and boilers, some one raised the ter- 
rible cry of fre,“ which had the effect of 
completing the panic and clearing the decks. 
The Lomas was uninjured by the collision, 
and after the shock rendered all the services 
‘possible, The officers of the Scio 
part of heroes.

It is variously estimated from eight to 
thirty, one witness venturing to say the 
latter number, while the first engineer, it is 
reported, says the number will not exceed 
fifteen. These comprise East Liverpool and 
Wellsville people. There are reported now 
as missing from the latter town the following 
and unaccounted for: A Miss Middy, 
two boys, named Connor and Ewing, James 
Prosser and à man named Swearingen. In 
the confusion prevailing at the time it was 
impossible to secure anything definite rela- 
tive to the number of missing from East Liy- 
erpool. On the down trip the boat took on 
twelve passengers at Steubenville, and one of 
these, a boy, is missing. This morning, ow- 
ing to tne swift current, no bodies have yet 

been recovered, and Many no doubt 
will drift far from the scene of their sad fates,

STEUBENVILLE, O., July 5.—Hundreds of 
people are attracted: to the scene of the wreck- 
ed Sciota, some in search of missing loved 
ones, others from curiosity. One dead body 
has been recovered on the Onio side. Two 
bodies ot boys are reported near Wellsburg. 
Two boys were picked up on the Virginia side 
‘who hadswama mile and a half below the 
place of the accident. They say about fifty 
persons on the lower deck were witn them 
when the boat sunk, and many of tnese are 
probably drowned. Capt. Thomas, of the 
Sciota, is crazed with grief at the loss of his 
son and benumbed with cold from his fruit- 
less search in the watery cabin for his body, 
N has since been found at Brilliant Sta- 
tion. 

The death roll will probably exceed fifty. 
There are more than this number missing, 
and all chances for escape are heard from. 
Hundreds of persons from Wellsville and 
East Liverpool went down to the scene of 
disaster this morning. The list of missing 
is as follows: Weiisville—John Stevenson, 
aged 25 years; David Fogo, 21 years; Belle 
Branton, Sallie Kiddy, E: P. Smith, wife and 
two chitdren; Willie Ewing, Charles David- 
son, 12 years; Joseph Conner, 21 years. East 
Liverpool—Iren Farmer; Cit Thompson, 
19 years; Lincoln Thompson, 25 years; Annie 
Booth; Carrie Beardman, M. E. Estline and 
wife, Willie Parell, John Christy, John Thom- 
berson, Jacob Gibson and wife, Dr. Stephenson 
and three men named respectively henuett, 
Woods and Burke.

England. 

LONDON, July 5.—In the Commons Diike, 
Under Foreign Secretary, stated that further 
instructions had been sent Admiral Seymour 
in regard to the armament ofthe forts at 
Alexandria which would mect any contin- 
gency. Notice has been sent from the War 
Office to sixty-one towns in the kingdom, in- 
cluding some in Ireland, ordering the milita- 
ry authorities to prepare for the immediate 
calling out of the reserves. It is believed a 
summons will be issued beforethe end of the 


week. 
PREPARING, 


LONDON, July 5.—Twenty thousand arms 
have been distributed to the various military 
centers, in readiness for arming the reserves. 
A distribution of 20,000 more is ordered. 

GLADSTONE’S STATEMENT. 

LONDON, July 5.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon Mr. Gladstone moved 
that the House go into committee on the ar- 
rears of rent bill. He said the Government 
depended on £2,000,000 from the Church and 
Surplus Funds and £500,000 from the Consoli- 
dated Fund to meet the, contingencies contem- 
plated in the bill. He asked the House, in the 
interest of a!l parties and of peace and order 
in Ireland, to expedite the bill. Chaphp, Con- 
servative, moved a resolution in favor of de- 
clining to proceed with a measure imposing 
taxation for objects which must demoralize. 
the Irish.

ARREARS OF RENT BILL. 

LONDON, July 6.—Gladstone, in moving 
the consideration of the Irish arrears of rent 
bill, stated the surplus church fund out of 
which the landlords shall be reimbursed 
now amounts to 42,000, 000. If that is not 
enough the consolidated fund now amount- 
ing to £500,000 will be used to make up the 
deficiency. 


Egypt. 

LONDON, July 5.—Private telegrams from 
Egypt state the situation Is so strained a col- 
lision is unavoidable. Admiral Seymour’s 
caution to the Governor was relative to the 
rumored intention to block the entrance to 
the harbor by sinking ships laden with stores. 


Admiral Seymour notified the Governor he 
would regard such an attemptas an act of 
oven hostility. Meanwhile the Egyptians 
are despatching large stores of ammunition 
to the forts on the coast. 


Russia. 

St. PETERSBURG, July 5.—The Opera- 
house in this city has been destroyed by fire. 
The flames broke out during the perform- 
ance, but fortunately no one was killed. Sev- 
eral persons were injured, however, and 
there were several narrow escapes from death. 
The scenery and wardrobes were entirely de- 
stroyed. 


Italy. 

Rome, July 5.— The Pope, in an allocution 
at the Consistory Monday, said the position 
of the Church in Italy was becoming worse 
than ever. The Gevernment, he declared, 
was guilty of bad faith in refusing exequa- 
turs to twenty Bishops he had nominated.

Asa consequence, the 
people who use the dumps for getting rid of 
theirsiops end other refuse have for several 
days past emptied such stuff in the shallow 
water on empty lots along the river 
front, and when the water recedes the 
greater. part of thie will be left 
exposed to the summer sun to be turned, per- 
haps, into pestilence and certainly into a 
nuisance. ‘The discussion between the two 
Commissioners was an exbaustive one. The 
Health Commissioner was very emphatie 
in his assertion that the present 
condition of things is. dangerous to 
the health of the city. ’ 

“The whole trouble,” said Mr. Francis,

RvurFvs HATCH, the Wall street sage, has an 

interesting article in a New York paper on 

the financial situation of the day, which con- 
tains, as usual, points of striking, homely 
sagacity and truth. In reference to the re- 
cent advance in West-bound freight Mr. 

HATCH points ‘out that the 2,500 striking 

freight-handlers of New York, who have been J 

earning starvation wages, can not get an ad- 

vance of three cents per hour, while the mon- 
opolies are advancing freight rates fifty per 


cent. Mr. HATCH says: 

Fink, Jewett, Vanderbilt & Co. cap not afford 
it. Mr. Jewett only gets forty thousand dollars 
a year for his services as Receiver and Presi- 
dent of the Erie Railroad—hardly enough, as 
the world wags, to support a family—yet he in- 
sists upon the families of the freight-h andlers 
on his docks being supported on six, eight and 
ten dollars 2 week. Wo only mention this as 
a fair example of the relation between corpo- 
rations and labor all overthe country. We 
are atraid of a very serious strike—nota strike 
between labor and capital or capital and la- 
bor, but between capital and capital. The 
merchants and farmers find that they are at 
the mercy of corporations. Because these 
corporations refuse an advance of three 
cents an bour to the workingmen, the mer- 
chants and producers must lose thousands of 
dollars an hour. The thoughtful laboring men 
are asking themselves the question, How is it 
possible for one or more men to gather to 
themselves hundreds of millions of dollars, 
while they who are the actual producers of tne 
wealth must see their families starving? 

Mr. Hatcu comments with severity upon 
the pauper immigration irom Russia, and 
says this question of sending criminals and 
paupers here is bound to become an inter- 
national one. As to the crops, while wheat 
Will be better than last year, there will only 
be a two-thirds crop of corn.

And Henry Lehndorf is the First 
to Plead Guilty.

Sentence Deferred—The State Will Not 
Recommeud Minimum Pun- 
ishment. 


It was high noon before the lottery cases 
were reached inthe Criminal Court to-day, 
although nine-tenths of the people in attend - 
ance were only to watch the disposition of 
these cases. At 12:30 Judge Laughlin said: 
„Case of R. C. Pate and others, charged 
with establishing a lottery. Is the State 
ready???’ Mr. Wm. Patrick said: 


„Before these cases are called, 1 wish to 
move a severance in this case.“ 

The appendage of tne gamblers’ attorneys 
then arose and ssid Mr. Henry Lehndorf 
desired to plead guilty, as he was one of those 
who originaily came forward to plead guilty. 
It was a weak attempt to secure the benefit 
of the six months’ recommendation, which 
Col. Normile nailed tothe flag-pole when he 
addressed the court as follows: 

Ik it please the court, to prevent any mis- 
understanding,and before this plea is entered, 
I wish to make a brief statement. When the 
first pleas of guilty were entered in the 
gambling cases by Mr. Pate and his asso- 
ciates, Mr. Bliss and myself recom- 
mended six months in the C unty Jail in 
the belief, as we then thought, that that 
term of imprisonment would be actually 
served. We made the same recommendation 
in every — of guilty in the gambling cases, 
not desiring to withhold from the humbiest 
gambler the recommendation we made in the 
case of Pate and his associates. In the iot- 
tery cases I wish to announcejnow, before- 
hand, that I shall make no such recommen- 
dation, and if there are any pleas of guilty 
entered they shall neither expect nor will 
they receive this recommended leniency from 
the State. I wish to say this much to pre- 
vent any possible misunderstanding,”’
